It is difficult to convey a correct idea of a ceremonial so 
ancient, symbolical, and impressive, It must either be full 
and minutely detailed, or it would appear to be absurd. We 
shall not this week, therefore, attempt to portray its charac- 
teristic and striking features, for a brief sketch would look 
more like a caricature thana picture. Let it suffice to say that 
it is of Druidical origin, and therefore associated with the most 
remote history and the most national impression. 

We were personally complimented by being allowed to enter 
the bardic circle, and to graduate as a bard by investiture with 
the bardic robe—and by public proclamation. Several others, 
much better qualified than ourself to appreciate Welsh litera- 
ture, also graduated.

And now, having sketched the history 
of the garden, and having made honour- 
able mention of its excellent patron, let 
us conduct our readers through the gar- 
den, directing their attention to the 
various “ note-worthy”’ objects which 
solicit our admiration. We have endea- 
voured to foster a love of the external 
beauties of the floral creation by our 
“bouquets”? and occasional notices of 
new exotic and British flowers; it is our 
poe on this occasion to point to the 
ridden virtues possessed by plants, for in 
plants, as in all the wonderful works of 
God, beauty and utility are found to be 
admirably combined. 

In the extreme eastern corner of the 
garden stands one of the straightest and 
most beautiful Oriental plane-trees that 
can be seen in England. It is of great 
size and height, and is still in the full 
vigour of its growth; there is a large ilex, 
two beautiful specimens of the cork-tree, 
and a sophora japonica, There are many 
other exotic plants flourishing here in the 
open air, as the paper mulberry. Against 
the wall is a fine plant of the maiden 
hair, a native of Japan, a superb mag- 
nolia grandiflora, an old pomegranate, 
the officinal storax-tree of Italy, and a 
noble turpentine-tree, 

The garden is laid out in divisions, in 
which the plants, shrubs, and trees are 
arranged systematically. The majority 
of the hardy plants are in groups of na- 
tural orders. ‘The two new hothouses, 
indicated in our engraving, are exceed- 
ingly well adapted for the culture of 
plants, and are found to be great acqui- 
sitions to the garden. ‘Che dimensions of 
one are 60 feet by 20 feet; of the other, 
40 feet by 20 feet, with spar roofs. ‘They 
are heated un what is called the ‘ Pol- 
maise system,” a kind of hot-air heating. 

On the south side of the garden, facing 
the Thames, from which, as we have be- 
fore observed, they form a conspicuous 
object, stand two large cedars of Libanus. 
It is surprising that this noble tree is not 
more cultivated in this country; for, as 
it grows naturally upon Mount Libanus, 
where the snow continues for the most 
part of the year, there can be no fear of 
its being hurt by frost in England.

She came to reside with 
hier ladyehip at Stafford-house in July, 1846, and accompanied her 
to Scotland in the autumn of the same year. While on a brief 
continental tour with her ladyship, before proceeding to Scotland, 
she met with the deceased O’Connor, who seems to have been 
struck with her appearance and manners, so much s0 as to have 
offered her marriagé. In the early part of the season 1847, she 
returned to town with Lady ee eat and, it appears, was fre- 
quently visited at Stafford-house by oth Manning and O’Connor, 
the latter of whom appeared to entertain a very warm affection for 
her. Manning, however, seems to have been the received suitor, 
and on the 6th of August, 1847, she left Stafford-house with the 
avowed intention of marrying him. She is described to be a 
remarkably fine woman, but of very violent passions; and Man- 
ning’s brother states that while she lived at Taunton she more than 
once attempted to stab him with a knife during a family quarrel. 


The police have succeeded in tracing the shovel with which the 
grave of the murdered man is supposed to have been dug. 

When arrested in Edinburgh, Maria Manning was seated in 
fancied security in lodgings, perusing in the columns of the Times 
the narrative of the catastrophe which had been planned and 
perpetrated in her late abode. 

The police in charge of the premises in Miniver-place have 
discovered the umbrella of thé deceased up the chimney: and a 
check belonging to him was found concealed in the dust-heap in 


the yard.

HeALta or LoNDON DURING THE WEEK.—It is one 
of the characters of epidemic diseases that in some years their 
fatality is inconsiderable, in other years excessive. Since 1832 
and 1838, cases of cholera have appeared in the tables, but the 
deaths in the second week of August during the past five years 
have fluctuated from one to twenty-three. In the week endin 
Saturday, August 18, the deaths in London were 2230; of which 
1230 were by cholera, and 188 by diarrhea. The population is 
about 2,206,000, so that nearly one in every 1000 of the inhabitants 
now die weekly. The excessive mortality must be viewed with 
great regret. Looking to the atithentic reports of the effocts of 
general sanitary measures, and of efficient medical relief placed 
within the reach or carried to the homes of the people, it is quite 
evident that the measures now in operation are unequal to the 
emergency.

Prior to the prisoner being brought into court, the chief clerk 
begged of the parties present not to express any feelings on the 
subject, to prevent the court being cleared.

At half-past 
ten o’clock the prisoner was brought into court, and placed in the 
felons’ dock, when Mr. Yates, inspector of the M division, charged 
her with being concerned with another in the murder of Mr. Patrick 
O’Connor, a gauger in the Customs, at No. 3, Miniver-place, Ber- 
mondsey, on the 9th instant. - 

The prisoner appeated quite unconcerned, and looked anxiously 
round the court. When Mr. Secker asked her whether she had any 
solicitor to watch the case on her behalf, she replied that she had 
a Se one, but she understood he was taken ill and could not 
attend, 

Mr.Secker inquired whether any person could identify her. 

John Wright, a police constable of the M division, stepped for- 
ward and stated that on Monday, the 13th of August, he went with 
Mr. Flynn, a relation of the deceased, to No. 3, Miniver-place, and 
saw the prisoner. She asked them down stairs and seemed quite 
composed, He asked her whether she knew that O'Connor was 
missed, She feplied in the affirmative, and that she wondered 
where he could be, as he was a very steady and sober man. She 
also said he had been there on the Wadheada , and left there very 
drunk, and was seen home by a man name Welsh, who was ac- 
quainted with him, She also said she had been to his lodgings on 
Thursday to inquire after him, and went again on Friday. 

_Mr. Secker asked who found the body ?—Wright aplied that he 
did, and it was identified by Mr, Flynn as Mr. O’Connor, 

Mr. Inspector Yates here asked for a remand, as the inquest was 
being held, and important evidence would be brought forward on a 
future occasion. 

Mr. Secker asked the prisoner whether she wished to ask any 
questions or say anything on the subject. He cautioned her in 
the usual manner, when she replied that she had nothing to say. : 

Mr. Secker then said he should remand her for a week, when she 
was instantly removed from the dock and conveyed to Horsemonger- 
lane.

ADJOURNED INQUEST. 


The inquest held at two o’clock on Saturday last, before Mr, 
Carter, was resumed at eleven o’clock yesterday forenoon, in the 
Leather Market Tavern, Bermondsey. Beyond the witnesses who 
were summoned to give evidence, and those who had charge of the 
case, there were few persons present, and little interest was mani- 
fested in the proceedings. 

Mr. Samuel Lockwood, surgeo . n the course of his examination, 
made the following observations :—‘ Slaked lime will facilitate de- 
composition. I examined the body after it was removed. Mr, 
Odling was present then. Upon that examination | found another 
fracture on the right side of the back of the head. Mr, Odling also 
examined the body, and mentioned that there was a small hard 
lump above the eyebrow, aui i examined it also, and I cut down 
upon it, there being no exte’ na! wound on the forehead, and I ex- 
tracted a rather large slug or bullet weighing nearly three drachms. 
I have that bullet.” (The bullet was here produced, and appeared 
to have been considerably beaten on two sides.) 

Mr. Odling, surgeon, named by Mr. Lockwood above, said :—"'I 
first opened the head and removed the hair in part from it; I then 
examined it externally, and I found several severe wounds, as 
many as eighteen altogether, some deeper than others, on the 
scalp, They were on the back and top of the right side of the head. 
They appeared to me to haye been done by some blunt instrument, 
most of them, but not all. If they had been inflicted by a sharp 
instrument the bone would have been cut, and the head was not 
so, but only fractured. It appears to me that they might be in- 
flicted by the back ur sharp part of a bricklayer’s hammer, about 
an inch and a half wide. I mean a hammer without a division.” 

The examination was then continued with severe minuteness, 
and will be reported by us, complete, in our next. 


It appears from investigation that Mrs. Manning arrived in Edin- 
burgh on Wednesday last from Newcastle, and took lodgings with 
a Mrs. Hewat, in Haddington-place. She assumed the name of 
‘© Mrs. Smith.’ On the Friday she made a small purchase at the 
shop of a draper in the High-street, and, in the course of conversa- 
tion, she asked the shopman if he would acquaint her with the 
name of some respectable sharebroker in Edinburgh. He accord- 
ingly directed her to the office of Messrs. Hughson and Dobson, 
sharebrokers, Royal Exchange. She called upon them, consulted 
them about shares, scrip, &c., and, strange to say, the circumstance 
of her giving them her address led directly to her capture when 
telegraphed.

Execution oF Respecca Smiru.— The execution of 
Rebecca Smith, for murdering her infant child, took place on 
Thursday forenoon, in front of the New Prison, Devizes. It is im- 
possible to give anything like a correct calculation of the numbers 
of persons present to witness the awful scene, ‘They were count- 
less. She was about forty-four years of age, had been married 
eighteen years, and had eleven children—the eldest only, a daughter, 
is now alive. The second, a boy, died of a bowel complaint, at the 
age of fourteen weeks, All the rest, with the exception of the last 
but one, she acknowledged that she poisoned a day or two after 
their birth. Seven she destroyed by administering to them a poison 
she called ‘‘ Blue,” used for destroying rats aad mice, and which 
she said she took from the ricks, where it had been placed for that 
purpose, The last child she poisoned with arsenic, and in each 
case she put the poison in the child’s mouth with her finger. She 
implicated/no other person in the crime—she and she alone did it, 
and no one else knew anything about it.

and the excellent acting of Mr. W. Farren and Mrs. Stirling, who 
were well supported by Mr. H. Farren, Mr. Butler, Mr. Turner, 
and Miss Adams, carried the piece successfully off, and it was 
announced for repetition amid unanimous applause. 


Surrey.—Oneof Meyerbeer’s most difficult as well as most 
perfect operas— The Huguenots ’’—has been produced here with 
prodigious success. Persons who do not know the Surrey audience 
seem to think it astonishing that so classical a work should please 
so much in a quarter of the town that is generally not considered to 
be very refined; but it is no less true that the audience on the 
Surrey side of the water is as musical—and one that can appreciate 
good music as well—as any audience we know of; this was fully 
proved on th week by the manner in which ‘The Hugue- 
nots’? was received. It has been exceedingly well put upon the 
stage, and, when we remember the vast difficulties of the music, we 
may addin a most perfect manner. Miss Romer, as Valentine, was 
highly effective, and, in the more energetic parts, came out mag- 
nificently, particularly in the great scene with aud (Mr. Travers), 
where she, having confessed her love, would prevent his efforts to 
assist the Huguenots who are being massacred. Perhaps the finest 
effort of both those singers was the duet, ‘‘Oh, Heavens! where 
wouldst thou fly?’’ It was marked throughout by intensity on 
the one part, by tenderness and devotion on the other. While 
conflicting emotions are raging, Mr. Travers portrayed the effect 
with all the cleverness of a finished artist. Miss Poole, who appears 
to improve upon every occasion, sustained the part of Urbain, the 
page, to admiration; her introduced song—not that we admire 
introductions into any established opera—was warmly encored, Mr. 
Weiss, as Marcel, was, as he generally is, exceedingly good. Mr, 
Leffler, as De Nevers, sang admirably, and gave ‘ By enemies I 
strike for Honour and Glory ”’ with an effect which brought forth 
great applause. Mr, Loder, the talented conductor, merits the 
highest praise for the able manner in which he has brought the 
musical portion of this great work forward; and Mr. Emery, the 
stage-manager, for the clever way in which all the stage business 
has been arranged. ‘The scenery, by Mr. Jones, displays more than 
one tableau of great beauty; and the whole reflects the greatest 
credit to the energetic and liberal management of the theatre.

On returning, shortly after six o’clock the same 
evening, he was informed by Miss Winter, the assistant-matron, 
that during his absence the chaplain had visited the prisoner Mary 
Ball, then under sentence of death, and by force, in her teeta 
had held the condemned woman's hand over a lighted candle, 
thereby burning and blistering it, Mr, Stanley immediately went 
to the cell, when the prisoner showed him her hand, which he found 
to be blistered as he had been informed, the prisoner expressing 
herself glad that he had come, and complaining of the Rev. Mr. 
Chapman’s treatment. In the absence of Mr. Cope, the nearest 
resident visiting magistrate, the governor instantly proceeded to 
the Rev. H. Bellairs, of Bedworth, also a visiting magistrate, and 
informed him of what had occured. Mr. Bellairs thereupon ordered. 
that the chaplain should desist from further visiting the prisoner, 
or from discharging any duties at the gaol, until an examination 
should be held before the visiting justices. It appears that after 
Mary Ball got her hand away Mr. Chapman told her not to think 
he was actuated by any motives of cruelty towards her, and that his 
design was to give her some idea what the torments of hell were !

And now, having sketched the history 
of the garden, and havin made honour- 
able mention of its excellent patron, let 
us conduct our readers through the gar- 
den, directing their attention to the 
various ‘note-worthy’’ objects which 
solicit our admiration. We have endea- 
voured to foster a love of the external 
beauties of the floral creation by our 
‘bouquets’? and occasional notices of 
new exotic and British flowers; it is our 
purpose on this occasion to point to the 

idden virtues possessed by plants, for in 
plants, as in all the wonderful works of 
God, beauty and utility are found to be 
admirably combined. 

In the extreme eastern corner of the 
garden stands one of the straightest and 
most beautiful Oriental plane-trees that 
can be seen in England. It is of great 
size and height, and is still in the full 
vigour of its growth; there is a large ilex, 
two beautiful specimens of the cork-tree, 
and a sophora japonica. There are many 
other exotic plants flourishing here in the 
open air, as the paper mulberry. Against 
the wall is a fine plant of the maiden 
hair, a native of Japan, a superb mag- 
nolia grandiflora, an old pomegranate, 
the officiual storax-tree of Italy, and a 
noble turpentine-tree, 

The garden is laid out in divisions, in 
which the plants, shrubs, and trees are 
arranged systematically, The majority 
of the hardy plants are in groups of na- 
tural orders. The two new hothouses, 
indicated in our engraving, are exceed- 
ingly well adapted for the culture of 
plants, and are found to be great acqui- 
sitions to the garden. ‘The dimensions of 
one are 60 feet by 20 feet; of the other, 
40 feet by 20 feet, with spar roofs. They 
are heated un what is called the ‘ Pol- 
maise system,” a kind of hot-air heating. 

On the south side of the garden, facing 
the Thames, from which, as we have be- 
fore observed, they form a conspicuous 
object, stand two large cedars of Libanus. 
It is surprising that this noble tree is not 
more cultivated in this country; for, as 
it grows naturally upon Mount Libanus, 
where the snow continues for the most 
part of the year, there can be no fear of 
its being hurt by frost in England,

Great Western Railway. At Laay Palk’s decease, in 1846, she 
obtained a situation as lady’s maid to Lady Blantyre, second 
daughter of the Duchess of Sutherland. She came to reside with 
her ladyship at Stafford-house in July, 1846, and accompanied her 
to Scotland in the autumn of the same year. While on a brief 
continental tour with her ladyship, before proceeding to Scotland, 
she met with the deceased O’Connor, who seems to have been 
struck with her appearance and manners, so much 80 as to have 
offered her marriage. In the early part of the season 1847, she 
returned to town with Lady Blantyre, and, it appears, was fre- 
quently visited at Stafford-house by both Manning and O’Connor, 
the latter of whom appeared to entertain a very warm affection for 
her. Manning, however, seems to have been the received suitor, 
and on the 6th of August, 1847, she left Stafford-house with the 
avowed intention of marrying him. She is described to be a 
remarkably fine woman, but of very violent passions; and Man- 
ning’s brother states that while she lived at Taunton she more than 
once attempted to stab him with a knife during a family quarrel, 


The police have succeeded in tracing the shovel with which the 
grave of the murdered man is supposed to have been dug. 

When arrested in Edinburgh, Maria Manning was seated in 
fancied security in lodgings, perusing in the columns of the Times 
the narrative of the catastrophe which had been planned and 
perpetrated in her late abode. get, 

The police in charge of the premises in Miniver-place have 
discovered the umbrella of the deceased up the chimney: and a 
check belonging to him was found concealed in the dust-heap in 


the yard.

HEALTH oF LONDON DURING THE WEEK.—It is one 
of the characters of epidemic diseases that in some years their 
fatality is inconsiderable, in other years excessive. Since 1832 
and 1833, cases of cholera have appeared in the tables, but the 
deaths in the second week of August during the past five years 
have fluctuated from one to twenty-three, In the week endin 
Saturday, August 18, the deaths in London were 2230; of whic 
1230 were by cholera, and 188 by diarrhwa. The population is 
about 2,206,000, so that nearly one in every 1000 of the inhabitants 
now die weekly. The excessive mortality must be viewed with 
great regret. Looking to the authentic reports of the effocts of 
general sanitary measures, and of efficient medical relief placed 
within the reach or carried to the homes of the people, it is quite 
evident that the measures now in operation are unequal to the 
emergency.

ARRIVAL AND EXAMINATIOM OF MARIA 
MANNING. “elt ae 
4 ning, at five o’clock, Mrs. Manning arrived a e 
etcaiinal the North-Western Railway (in custody of three 
officers of the Edinburgh police) by the mail train from Edinburgh. 
Inspector Sheppy and Sergeant Durkin, of the A division, were in 
readiness to take charge of the prisoner. She was very respectably 
dressed in a brown silk gown, light shawl, white straw bonnet, and 
a white veil over her face. She walked with a firm step from the 
carriage, across the platform, to a cab that was in readiness, . 
At an early hour every avenue leading to the Southwark Police 
Court was crowded to excess, it being fully understood that Maria 
Manning, the supposed murderess of Mr. O’Connor, would undergo 
an examination before Mr. Secker. At ten o’clock Mr. Moxey, the 
superintendent of the Edinburgh police, with two of his constables, 
communicated with the chief clerk, Mr. Edwin, and reported that 
Mr. Massey, the medical student, whose name has been mixed up 


in this horrible tragedy, was also in attendance.

Prior to the prisoner being brought into court, the chief clerk 
begged of the parties present not to express any feelings on the 
subject, to prevent the court being cleared. While in the cell she 
asked Inspector Yates whether the court was crowded, and, being 
informed in the negative, she seemed rather pleased. At half- past 
ten o’clock the prisoner was brought into court, and placed in the 
felons’ dock, when Mr. Yates, inspector of the M division, charged 
her with being concerned with another in the murder of Mr, Patrick 
O’Connor, a gauger in the Customs, at No.3, Miniver-place, Ber- 
mondsey, on the 9th instant. a 

The prisoner appeared quite unconcerned, and looked anxiously 
round the court. When Mr. Secker asked her whether she had any 
solicitor to watch the case on her behalf, she replied that she had 
engaged one, but she understood he was taken ill and could not 
attend, 

Mr, Secker inquired whether any person could identify her. 

John Wright, a police constable of the M division, stepped for- 
ward and stated that on Monday, the 13th of August, he went with 
Mr. Flynn, a relation of the deceased, to No. 3, Miniver-place, and 
saw the prisoner. She asked them down stairs and seemed quite 
composed. He asked her whether she knew that O’Connor was 
missed, She replied in the affirmative, and that she wondered 
where he could be, as he was a very steady and sober man. She 
also said he had been there on the Wadiéeda , and left there very 
drunk, and was seen home by a man name Welsh, who was ac- 
quainted with him. .She also said she had been to his lodgings on 
Thursday to inquire after him, and went again on Friday. 

Mr. Secker asked who found the body ?—Wright peated that he 
did, and it was identified by Mr. Flynn as Mr. O’Connor, 

Mr. Inspector Yates here asked for a remand, as the inquest was 
being held, and important evidence would be brought forward on a 
future occasion. 

Mr. Secker asked the prisoner whether she wished to ask any 
questions or say anything on the subject. He cautioned her in 
the usual manuer, when she replied that she had nothing to say. 

Mr. Secker then said he should remand her for a week, when she 
was instantly removed from the dock and conveyed to Horsemonger- 
lane. ‘Lhe examination lasted a very few minutes. 


ADJOURNED INQUEST. 


The inquest held at two o’clock on Saturday last, before Mr. 
Carter, was resumed at eleven o’clock yesterday forenoon, in the 
Leather Market Tavern, Bermondsey. Beyond the witnesses who 
were summoned to give evidence, and those who had charge of the 
case, there were few persons present, and little interest was mani- 
fested in the proceedings. 

Mr. Samuel Lockwood, surgeo , n the course of his examination, 
made the following observations :—‘ Slaked lime will facilitate de- 
composition. I examined the body after it was removed. Mr. 
Odling was present then. Upon that examination I found another 
fracture on the right side of the back of the head, Mr. Odling also 
examined the body, and mentioned that there was a small hard 
lump above the eyebrow, anu i examined it also, and I cut down 
upon it, there being no exte nal wound on the forehead, and I ex- 
tracted a rather large slug or bullet weighing nearly three drachms. 
I have that bullet.” (The bullet was here produced, and appeared 
to have been considerably beaten on two sides.) 

Mr. Odling, surgeon, named by Mr. Lockwood above, said: —‘‘ I 
first opened the head and removed the hair in part from it; I then 
examined it externally, and I found several severe wounds, as 
many as eighteen altogether, some deeper than others, on the 
scalp. They were on the back and top of the right side of the head. 
They appeared to me to have been done by some blunt instrument, 
most of them, but not all. If they had been inflicted by a sharp 
instrument the bone would have been cut, and the head was not 
so, but only fractured. It appears to me that they might be in- 
flicted by the back or sharp part of a bricklayer’s hammer, about 
an inch and a half wide. I mean a hammer without a division.” 

The examination was then continued with severe minuteness, 
and will be reported by us, complete, in our next. 


It appears from investigation that Mrs, Manning arrived in Edin- 
burgh on Wednesday last from Newcastle, and took lodgings with 
a Mrs. Hewat, in Haddington-place. She assumed the name of 
‘‘ Mrs, Smith.” On the Friday she made a small purchase at the 
shop of a draper in the High-street, and, in the course of conversa- 
tion, she asked the shopman if he would acquaint her with the 
name of some respectable sharebroker in Edinburgh. He accord- 
ingly directed her to the office of Messrs. Hughson and Dobson, 
sharebrokers, Royal Exchange. She called upon them, consulted 
them about shares, scrip, &c., and, strange to say, the circumstance 
of her giving them her address led directly to her capture when 
telegraphed. Great criminals are always self-confident. They 
imagine that Providence makes an exception in their case—and 
sleeps !

The fire originated at some buildings on the plat- 
form, Itis believed that no lives were lost. The fire was not ex- 
tinguished till the evening. 

ExecuTion oF Repecca SmirH.— The execution ot 
Rebecca Smith, for murdering her infant child, took place on 
Thursday forenoon, in front of the New Prison, Devizes. It is im- 
possible to give anything like a correct calculation of the numbers 
of persons present to witness the awful scene. They were count- 
less, She was about forty-four years of age, had been married 
eighteen years, and had eleven children—the eldest only, a daughter 
is now alive. The second, a boy, died of a bowel complaint, at the 
age of fourteen weeks, All the rest, with the exception of the last 
but one, she acknowledged that she poisoned a day or two after 
their birth. Seven she destroyed by administering to them a poison 
she called “ Blue,” used for destroying rats and mice and which 
she said she took from the ricks, where it had been placed for that 
purpose, The last child she poisoned with arsenic, and in each 
case she put the poison in the child’s mouth with her finger. She 
implicated no other person in the crime—she and she alone did it 
and no one else knew anything about it. From the first week of

from that moment, Upon some pretended urgent 
business he ordered Ethelwold to return at once to 
the palace and desire Northumberland to come to 
him at once, signifying his intention of pe ee by 
his hospitality during his absence, as he wished to 
proceed to another part of the country, The unfor- 
tunate earl, with a foreboding heart, left his home, 
and fearfully were his fears verified, for he never 
reached the end of his journey: he was found dead 
ina wood. It was at first concluded that he had been 
murdered by others, but the indecent haste with 
which Elfrida cast aside her mourning, and the short 
time that elapsed before Edgar raised her to share 
his throne, without any inquiry being made for, or 
effort used to discover the murderer of, her ill-fated 
husband, convinced all that his death was by order of 
the King, that no obstacle might bein the way of his 
union with Elfrida. 

The father of Elfrida, grieved at the disorders 
that had taken place in his family, was in those days 
of superstition easily persuaded that he had been 
admonished by a vision to found a monastery for 
the peace and solace of his declining years; accord- 
ingly he began the erection of an abbey here, which 
was completed by his son Ordulph in a style of great 
magnificence. About the year 981, Ordulph endowed 
the abbey with the manor of Tavistock and several 
others. These donations were increased by King 
Ethelred, who granted to the monks many privileges. However, 
it did not long flourish under the fostering influence of its bene- 
factors ; for, within thirty years after its foundation, it was destroyed 
by the Danes, who sailed up the Tavy and landed near its walls. 
A short time afterwards it was rebuilt, and received, in addition to 
its former possessions, the munificent benefactions of man pious 
persons. Henry I. granted the ‘jurisdiction and the whale hun- 
dred of Tavistock’ to the abbey, with the privilege of a market 
and a fair of three days’ continuance. As 
the riches of this establishment were aug- 
mented, the pride of its abbots increased, 
till at length an application was made by 
Richard Barham, the thirty-fifth abbot, 
for the honour of a mitre, which included 
the privileges of a peerage. The patent 
by which this dignity was conveyed is 
dated the 23rd of January, 1513. This’ 
eininence was of short duration, for in 
1539 John Beryn, the last abbot, surren- 
dered this monastery, and was allowed a 
yearly stipend of £100 for life. At this 
time its revenues were valued at about 
£902. 8s. 77d. annual produce. In the 
same year it was given, with all its pos- 
sessions, to John, Lord Russell, and since 
the family have attained the ducal rank 
they have the title of marquis from this 
place. The present Duke of Bedford is 
now the proprlehan: Many detached frag - 
ments of the original building still re- 
main, but they are mostly incorporated 
with others of a more recent date. Leland 
describes the abbey church to be 126 yards 
in length, and the cloisters of the same 
extent: these have been long demolished. 
The materials which comprised the chap- 
ter-house, a most magnificent structure, 
were removed many years since, and used 
for the erection of a dwelling-house for 
the Duke of Bedford’s steward. Other 
parts of the buildings have been con- 
verted into warehouses and for inferior 
purposes. A large arched gateway, 
attached to the principal inn of the town, 
is still standing. This is a handsome 
relic, adorned with lofty pinnacles, and 
from its workmanship appears to have 
been erected in the time of Henry VI.
